MAY MEAN BIG SAVING 


IN GRAIN INDUSTRY | 


A new grain stooker, the product 
of two years’ research work by F. J. 
McCann, will soou be on the market 
in Western Canada, and from the sat- 
isfactory tests performed by the ma- 
chine it is apparent that at last a real- 
ly workable stooker has been invented; 
a machine, which will do the work and 
do it properly. 

The Heart. Stooker Company, Ltd., 
capitalized at two million dollars has 
been formed to build and market the 
new “farmer’s friend,” 

The’ new stooker has already been 
tried out under actual working condit- 
ions on the field and has proven an 
unqualified success. 

The stooker is a light machine cap- 
able of being driven by one-half horse 
power and is attached to the binder by 
means of three light rods, the sheaves 
from the binder being transferred di- 
rect to the platform on the stooker. 
| The sheaf on leayvng the binder in 
a horizontal position, is turned up on 
end by a device on the stooker. while 
the instant the bottom of the sheaf 
touches the platform on the stooker, 
the automatic mechanism commencgs 
to operate, alternate . sheaves, being 
passed down each side of the machine 
to be assembled on the dropping plat- 
‘form at the rear. 

Each stook is held firmly in place 
by arms and s placed in correct posi- 
tion onthe rear table, so that when 
the platform. drops, the sheaves are 
spread out at. the bottoms while the 
tops incline inwards, with the 
sheaves also inclined towards the cen- 
tre. There are two types of machine 
being made, however, the larger size 
carryng. ten sheaves and deposting 
them in ¢ircular form, so that the in- 
dividual tastes of the farmer can be 
consulted in relation to whatever form 
of stook he prefers. 

The larger machine has a_ device 
‘Which might well be described as won- 
derful; this being a mechanical hand 
\which when thrust into the grouq of 
sheaves prior to dumping, regulates 
the distance of the various bundles 
with a nicety ‘hardly’ possible by hu- 
man means.

The more exhaustively.any study is made of the whole question of. taxa- 
tion. in Car n did the stronger does the view prevail that under existing cir- 
cumstances two main: reforms are imperative. Inthe first place, radical 
changes should be effected in the méthods now employed in the imposition 
and cotlection of the Income Tax in order that a simple, inexpensive and 
practical system be substituted for the present elaborate, expensive and 
highly confusing one. 

Secondly, and even more important in tts effects on business and as a 
means. of raising the large révenucs now required without imposing too 

ergata burden on-anyone, and to bring about that equality of treatment 
which is essential in.order.t& remove existing feclings-of ‘bitterness against 
all taxation because of so many evidences of injustice, one uniform tax 
shduld be imposed and pre sent levies on business removed. 


Is there oné- simple, uniform method that can be applied which will 
operate with absolute fairness all round and at the same time be capable 
of “ptoducin g a large revenue, easily collectible and at a minimum. of ex- 
pens¢ both to the Government and the taxpayer? 


We believe there is,-and that it is to be found in a fixed uniform tax 
on the turnover in all-lines of business. The introduction of such a tax 
is growing in favor in the United States, and, to the éxtent that it has been 
applied in Canada, it is operating satisfactorily and with a minimum of ex- 
pense and friction. 

The plan proposed is extremcly simple. It is that everybody engaged 

- in bilsiness, large or small, manufacturing, wholesale, jobbing, retail, law- 
yers,, doctors. and professional men generally, transportation and financial 
corperations—un a word, everybody who renders service to the public and 
receives pay for the same shall pay.a small tax on the gross turnover of 
the. business in which they are. engaged. : 

' At the end of. cach month everyone who had made sales of any kind 
whatever would figure up the total amount of such sales, make out a cheque 
for: lL per cent. of the amount, and forward it'to the Government, All that 
would be necessary would be for the Gov ernment department to compile a 
complete ; list of all persons engaged in business in. Canada, and check up 
that? dist monthly, or quarterly, ‘to see. that proper remittances of the tax 
were: being niade. If there is one thing a man in. business cannot well 
“ride dt i is the volume of his turnover. © Profits may be hidden, expenses may 
be: vinflated, camouflage may be indulged in in many, ways, but.the gross 
turnover of a business Stands jout ‘clear and distinct. At! ithe end of the 
calenilar year, the Government mi elit require that an annual statement of 
turnayver—that is of gross’ sales—be submitted.

‘Starting a Home 
on $1,000

An Acknowledged Expert in All 
Matters Pertaining to House- 
hold Management. 


A letter has come from an earnest 
little woman, going to be an Easter 
bride and contemplating ‘what she 
should buy for a modest home. , 


She writes: “We have just one 
thousand. dollars, -We. thought of 
placing five hundred dollars in the 
bank as a sort of reserve or emer- 
gency fund and of expending the 
other five hundred. on our home.” 
And she asks suggestions. 


The real home is a development— 
a growth. ‘And with such ‘limited 
capital it is far better to buy a few 
furnishings ‘of excellent quality and 
add to them. “ 


‘Let us start. with the kitchen. 
You will want one or two chairs, one 
preferably a chair which folds into 
a ladder. ‘They may be purchased 
unfinished and painted and enameled 
by yourself. 


In- selecting pots and pans go 
Slowly.

Lobbyists have been busy at Ot- 
tawa for some time picturing be- 
fore members the fearful results in 
unemployment that would likely 
follow if Canada does not bar the 
coor to immigration. The unem- 
ployment situation is not a new 
oroblem. Winnipeg’ and Canada, 
have been dealing with. it annually 
‘for the past twenty years. Any ex- 
cess in unemployment at the present 
time is due to the fact that the pub- 
lic stopped buying goods, made dear 
by too high a cost of production, in 
which labor figures largely. There 
is abundance of work in Canada and 
there will be plenty for everybody 
to. do — immigrants and all — for 
years to come. The’ present dif- 
ficulty is that capital will not g¢am- 
ble on the present high cost of pro- 
duction. Therefore it is not the 
scarcity of work that is causing the 
trouble but the scarcity, of capital. 

The propaganda that Labor. lead- 
ers have been spreading in the Labor 
Press is of, an entirely selfish and 
‘class distinction. The phase of the 
immigration question considered by. 
them, is how will immigration affect 
Labor supply, or to be more con- 
crete, how will it affect wages? 
Labor leaders speak of possible im- 
migration \ageregates that will 
likely flood: Canada, but they never 
eliminate the 30 to 40 per’ cent. of 
women, school children, and under, 
included in immigration totals, that 
do not enter the labor market. Sta- 
tistics show that of every twenty 
male immigrants over. 21 years of 
age, the average is about three skill- 
ed laborers, ten. unskilled workers, 
and the other seven of professional 
and miscellaneous occupations. What 
would Canada have done in pre-war 
years without immigration? Where 
will. Canada be if the resolution now 
before the Ottawa House “that all 
immigration be ‘suspended until a 
normal condition of affairs is estab- 
lished,” is considered. There is a 
general impression that the only 
immigrants Canada needs, are those 
going directly on the farms. That 
is true, but -will the immigrant com- 
ing. to Cariada go directly to the 
farm? Mr. W. S. Bennett, member 
of the United States Immigration 
Commission, who worked two and 
a half years: investigating. the ques- 
tion of immigration abroad, chal- 
lenges any statement that the cities 
are the wrong place for the immi- 
grant, so far as the immigrant is 
concerned. : 

Mr. Bennett goes on to say that 
the Immigration Commission found 
the fact to be that 98 per cent. of 
the immigrants in a general way, 
and sometimes very — specifically, 
know what ‘employment they are go- 
ing into before they leave their 
homes, their wives and other de- 
pendents, The reason why the im- 
migrant goes to the cities, Mr. Ben- 
nett explains, is that he has a better 
chance to earn a little ready money 
and that there are also opnortuni- 
ties for him, if he is of a foreign 
tongue, to talk to men of his own 
people, who speak. his language, 
which is most essential during the 
‘time that he is learning the Eng- 
lish language and the locai sitva- 
tion. “If the opportunities on the 
farm are greater than those offered 
in the city, the immigrant will soon

Canada needs new people, needs 
them badly, on the farms and in all 
lines of industrial activity where it 
is now almost impossible to get men 
to do the great amount of ‘necessary 
rough Jabor to keep industry mov- 
ing. Certainly, there are people 
who should not be permitted to come 
into the country, because in the very 
nature of things their admittance 
means conflict and radical social 
disturbance in our midst. Canada 
already has its share of this class. 

Canada is not the congested coun- 
try that Labor. leaders would have 
people think. Canada covers an area 
of 3,603,910 square miles. Now let 
us. deduct one-third, or say 1,200,- 
000 square miles of what might be 
classed at present, as undesirable or 
unproductive areas. This leaves a 
basis of approximately two and a 
half million square miles,. Canada 
could absorb the entire. population 
of the British Isles (England, Scot- 
land and Ireland) and then have 350 
less people to the square mile than 
now. exists in the Old Land. Plac- 
ing our present population at 10,- 
000,000, that means an average of 4 °* 
people per square mile in Canada. 
f this two-thirds of Canada were 
as densely populated as France, we 
would have a population of approxi-. 
mately 482,500,000 people and yet 
France is not a densely populated 
country. It has substantially a 
thrifty, farming population; it has 
forests and large unoccupied areas. 
lf this two-thirds of Canada were 
as thickly. settled as the United 
Kingdom, we would have a popula- 
tion of over 65,000,000 people. Tak- 
ing Canada’s greatest immigration 
year (1913) as a basis for compu- 
tation, it would take over 250 years 
for this country to become as thick- 
ly settled as even the United States 
—not counting the natural increase. 

We don’t have to go abroad for 
Let us take the pro- 
vinces of Prince Edward Island and 
Nova Scotia. If the four Western 
‘provinces were as thickly settled as 
these .two Eastern p¥ovinces, we 
would; have a .population West of + 
the Great* Lakes of-over. 27,000,000 
people and to settle this many peo- 
ple it would take above 135 years 
with as great an influx as we had 
to. the West during the banner years 
of 1911, 1912, 1913 and 1914 .— 
not even taking into account the 
natural increase. Here is the situa- 
tion in so far as Western Canada is 
concerned. Speaking in round num-- 
bers, Manitoba has: but six people 
to every square mile, Saskatchewan, 
two. to the square mile, Alberta less 
than two, and British Columbia prac- 
tically only one to the square mile. 
Giving every possible allowance for 
waste land and reducing our square 
mileage down to productive areas 
‘the very suggestion that immigra- 
tion should be curtailed in any re- 
strictive capacity at all, permits of 
no basis for argument. ~ . 

The population per square mile 
for Great Britain and Ireland is 374. 
The population of France taken by 
the census of 1913, gave 40,412,220 
or a population of 193 persons to 
the square mile. In 1912 the popu- 
lation of Belgium was 7,510,418 and 
the population ver square mile was 
658 persons. The population. ofthe 
German Empire in, Eyrope in 1911, 
—§0.100,000, or a population of — 
81L’to the square mile. aber 
In face of the above, is there any
